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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on July 6, 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent 6,663,244 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 32-36 drawn to an apparatus; and 36 and 37 drawn to a 
system have been renumbered 34 through 40, consecutively. 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 31 through 33, drawn to a method, and claims 32 
through 36 (renumbered claims 34-38), drawn to an apparatus, are directed to an 
invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 
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following reasons: The original claims 27 through 30, now amended, are drawn to a 
projection method wherein a text box having diffused borders is projected on top of a 
projected image. New claims 36 and 37 (now renumbered 39 and 40), drawn to a 
system, are directed to an invention that is related to the invention as originally 
presented. However, newly added method claims 31 through 33, and newly added 
apparatus claims 32 through 36 (now renumbered 34 through 38) have nothing to do 
with projecting a text box over another projected image. Instead new claims 31 through 
33 and 32 through 36 (now renumbered 34 through 38) are drawn to a different 
invention comprising a relay lens and a light path modifier. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 31 through 33 and 32 through 36 (now 
renumbered 34 through 38) are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27-30 and 36 and 37 (now renumbered 39 and 40) are allowed.
